It  is  distance  that  lends  enchantment  to  the 
view  of  railway  schemes.

Emilia  Wj/ndhnm.  By  the  Author  of  the  *  Two 

Old  Men’s  Tales,’  ‘  Mount  Sorel,’  &c.  3  voia. 

Colburn. 

The  power  of  the  Admiraf  *  Daughter^  without 
its  dreadful  tragedy,  is  repeated  in  this  tale.  The 
impassioned  and  various  life,  the  healthy  colour¬ 
ing,  the  exquisite  unatfecteduess  of  art,  which  we 
so  admired  iu  Mount  Sorel,  are  here  with  a  purer 
style  in  the  writing,  and  an  easier  flow  in  the  story** 
telling.  Emilia  Wgndkam  is  a  masterpiece. 

The  characters  are  few,  the  incidents  those  of 
every  day,  and  the  philosophy  homely  enough. 
The  book  has  no  lofty  flights.  But  we  can  never 
cease  to  know  the  people  in  it,  or  to  be  better  for 
having  known  them.  Their  tale  is  of  suffering 
and  trial  surmounted  by  duty  and  affection.  It 
deals  with  the  extremes  of  passion  and  of  self- 
control.  And  a  healthy,  old-world  wisdom,  most 
quaintly  interspersed,  throws  rich  fragrance  intuit. 
The  teller  of  the  story  comes  in  between  its  in¬ 
temperate  heats,  its  desperate  follies,  its  hard  en¬ 
durances,  and  its  loving  mistakes,  like  the  good 
Friar  in  the  tragedy  of  V^'erona,  with  his  elq^ant 
sermon  and  his  basket  of  flowers.  It  is  not  a  tra¬ 
gedy,  as  we  have  said  ;  but  there  is  hardiv  a  page 
that  does  not  tremble  with  threatened  disasters, 
or  that  does  not  on  the  other  hand,  in  some  chance

I  thought,  still  comfort  and 
nation. 

We  have  been  powerfully  affected  by  this  tale. 
But  w  hat  moves  the  heart  thus,  betters  it  also ; 
and  there  is  much  beyoud  the  amusement  of  a 
passing  hour  in  such  a  book  as  Emilia  Wt  ndham. 

The  mere  story  is  so  slight,  anddepetidingsomuch 
on  the  subtler  developments  of  feeling  and  charac¬ 
ter,  that  a  bare  outline  would  do  it  no  sort  of  jus¬ 
tice.  But  it  turns  upon  the  life-struggle  of  a  high- 
minded,  devoted  girl,  whose  noble  performance  of 
what  she  sees  to  be  her  duty,  conducts  her  at  last 
through  the  roughest  and  most  unpromising  paths, 
through  the  sternest  and  saddest  sacrifices,  through 
the  most  affecting  patience  and  self-denial,  to  a 
solid  and  sacred  happiness.  The  germ  of  this 
idea  is  common  enough  ;  but  we  question  if  it  has 
ever  been  unfolded  into  such  sweetness,  nr  adorned 
with  so  much  of  that  inestimable  wisdom  which 
belongs  to  the  common  and  daily  trials,  and  to  the 
needful  mutual  forbearances,  of  hearth  and  home. 

The  heroine  is  introduced  in  this  brief  descrip¬ 
tion.  It  harmonizes  very  quietly,  but  beautifully, 
with  the  alter  current  of  the  tale. 

“  Emilia  had  not  regular  features,  but  no  one  could  deny 
that  she  was  a  very  fine  girl,  full  of  health  and  animation, 
with  two  very  expreisive  eyes  of  whatever  colour* you 
please  to  call  them,  for  no  one  could  ever  decide  the  mat¬ 
ter — a  sweet,  delicate  mouth,  expressive  of  both  sense, 
temper,  and  feeling — a  nice,  steady,  round  chin— abundance 
of  brown  hair— a  colour  like  a  rose— a  light,  elastic,  but 
somewhat  full-formed  figure,  with  a  pair  ol  the  most  Iwau- 
ful  arras  in  the  world,  which  last  advantage  gave  a  singular 
elegance  to  her  gestures :  however,  when  you  were  with  her, 
or  talking  to  her,  you  seemed  as  little  to  think  of  what  she 
looked  like  as  she  did  herself.” 

Early  in  the  book  she  is  driven  to  a  marriage  of 
duty,  not  affection ;  and  Mr  Danby  is  a  hero  fit  to 
pair  ofl  with  such  a  heroine.  He  is  nothing  more 
nor  less  than  a  London  attorney ;  wealthy  and  in¬ 
telligent,  but  awkward  in  his  manners,  limited  in  bis 
social  experiences,  and  a  slave  to  his  business 
habits;  a  dry,  laborious, diffident  recluse,  but  with 
a  noble  heart  lying  under  the  crust  of  bis  strange 
life.  And  this  is  awakened  suddenly  by  the  sight 
of  Emilia  Wyndham.  To  this  Chancery  lane 
Cymon,  she  plavs  the  Iphigenia.  She  is  at  first  a 
star,  and  dwells  apart  ;  but  misery  makes  bis 
world  hers,  and  she  descends  to  him  and  calls  to 
him  in  her  distress.  Perhaps  we  may  give  the 
short  scene  in  which  the  hopeless  vision  first  nears 
him  as  a  possible  reality.

Sir, — Allow  me  to  make  a  few  remarks  on  the  case  of 
“  Pemberton  v.  Colls.”  Colls  is  not  the  curate  of  Pem¬ 
berton,  but  the  incumbent  of  St  Anne’s,  W’andsworth, 
returned  as  a  perpetual  curacy,  in  the  gift  of  Pemberton, 


as  vicar  of  W’andsworth.  By  the  13th  of  Elizabeth,  it  is 
That  if  any  person  shall,  for  any  promise,  or 
covenant  of,  or  for  any  sum  of  money,  present  any  person 
to  any  living  ecclesiastical,  every  such  presentation  shall 
be  void ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Queen  to  present 
unto  such  benefice  for  that  one  turn  only ;  and  all  and 
every  person  or  persons  that  shall  take,  or  make  any  such 
promise  or  covenant,  shall  forfeit  the  double  value  of  any 
one  year’s  profit  of  every  such  benefice.”  I  do  not  now 
seek  to  throw  the  stone,  but  if  the  law  is  to  remain  in  its 
present  state,  I  hope,  for  the  future,  it  will  be  enforced. 
At  this  trial  Pemberton  put  in,  and  proved,  at  his  own 
risk,  a  covenant,  by  which  Colls  agreed  to  pay  him  for 
presenting  him  to  the  living,  the  sum  of  130/.  per  annum. 
What  Pemberton  might  propose  to  do  with  the  money 
when  received  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  case ;  whether 
he  was  to  read  for  it,  or  to  build  a  house  with  it,  that 
covenant  sulyects  both  Pemberton  and  Colls  to  the 
penalties  of  the  above  act ;  and  1  humbly  conceive,  that 
the  Lord  Chief  Justice  Denman,  before  whom  the  cause 
was  tried,  ought  to  have  impounded  that  covenant,  and 
have  directed  a  prosecution  thereon  on  the  part  of  the 
Crown.

sweetest  moment  I  have  yet  known  xince  niy  mother 
I  owe  to  you.’  His  heart  glowed  within  him.  *  Yes,  she 
•aid,  her  heart  glowing  too,  *  your  delicacy — your  kindness 
— your  generous  regard— have  comforted  me  more  than  I 
have  word*  to  express.*  lie  was  no  fool,  Johnny  Wilcox— 
and  no  coxcomb  :  he  understood  all  that  this  speech  con¬ 
veyed,  and  he  was  not  puppy  enough  to  take  it  for  more. 
He  rode  away  grateful  and  happy — his  heart  lightened  of  a 
load  of  anxieties,  fears,  and  generous,  but  hopeless  wishes.

also  the  cold,  soldier-likc,  distance,  at  which 
Emilia’s  first  lover  and  Lisa’s  husband  is  kept 
throughout.  This  is  done  with  exquisite  discri¬ 
mination.  We  like  even  the  character  that  seems 
to  us  the  least  natural ;  that  of  the  servant  Susan. 
We  cannot  but  like  her,  though  she  sees  too 


of  the  tale  marries  the  man  Emilia  loved  in  her 
girlhood  and  prosperity,  and  on  whose  ultimate 
rescue  from  perdition  by  Emilia’s  tenderness  and 
self-sacrifice  the  tragic  passion  of  the  tale  is  made 
to  turn.  You  may  see  the  friends  here,  at  their  j 
firat  meeting  after  Emilia’s  fall  from  fortune : 

“  It  wa*  a  wintry  d«y,  and  the  beautiful  being  was  all  ' 
miiflled  up  in  the  most  delicate  fur*,  and  satin*,  and  velvets.  | 
1  ditn'i  know  how,  but  she  was  quite  the  most  beautiful  heap 
(if  elegant  and  toft-looking  things,  and  the  »weete*i  little 
fice  among  them  all,  that  could  well  be  imagined — beaming 
it  was  with  tenderness  and  affection;  and,  as  she  kissed 
Emilia  a  thousand  times,  the  tear*  were  streaming  over  her 

face,  and  wetting  the  pale  cheeks  of  her  Iriend.  ...  It 
wa*  a  lovely  picture- lor  the  one  wa*  tall,  and  nobly  formed, 
and  her  features  marked,  and  almost  severe  in  their  outline, 
and  the  other  was  small,  delicate,  and  pliant  as  the  tender 
sapling— as  she  twisted  her  arms  round  her  friend’s  slender 
waist,  and  hid  that  loving  and  most  exquisite  countenance 
0.1  her  shoulder.” 

There  is  another  charaefer  of  the  tale  we  must 
Mingle  out  for  especial  admiration.  He  is  an 
honest,  simple-hearted  country  squire,  who  adores 
Emilia,  but  thinks  her  far  too  good  and  great,  in 
even  the  depths  of  her  adversity,  for  him  to  aspire 
to.  Still  he  wishes  to  tell  her  that  he  would  like 
to  serve  her,  aud  this  is  the  way  he  tries  to  do  it: 

**  She  was  not  in  the  break  fast-room,  so  there  was 
lime,  v^hile  he  waited,  for  his  trepidation  to  increase; 
aud  nit  knees  l>ecame  feebler,  and  his  colour  higher, 
ut  every  step  that  seemed  approaching  the  door.  At 
last,  she  entered  in  her  deep  mourning  dress.  The 
beautiful  colour  he  once  thought  so  lovely,  all  gone — her 
tare  pale,  her  animated  rye  dimmed,  her  gay  and  cheerful 
expression  grave  and  calm.  She  held  out  her  hand  to  him 
with  a  smile  of  affectionate  pleasure,  while  he  grasped  hers 
unable  to  speak,  ami  the  tears,  in  spite  of  all  his  efforts, 
brimming  to  bis  eyes.  The  weakness  was  infectious — her 
eyes  soon  ran  over ;  and  the  first  effect  of  their  meeting  was 
to  have  a  good  cry  together.  They  sat  a  little  while  so,  till 
E.niilia  said — ‘  You  loved  and  honoured  my  mother,  Mr 

ilcox,  and  you  will  be  among  those  who  lament  her  most 
sincerely.’  '  I  did  honour  that  lamented  lady,  Mias  Emilia. 
She  was  a  great  deal  cleverer  and  wiser  than  I,  poor  fellow, 
could  even  appreciate;  but  she  was  the  kindest  of  friends 
to  me  from  a  boy,  and  if  1  am  not  quite  so  bad  as  I  might 
have  been,  I  owe  it  to  her.’  *  She  was  one,’  said  Emilia, 

*  whose  great  abilities  were  always  employed  to  promote 
the  real  good  of  those  she  loved— and  she  had  a  great 
regard  for  you,  Mr  Wilcox.’  *  .Mias  Emilia,*  said  be,  fixing 
his  eyes  upon  her  face,  and  assuming  a  very  grave  and 
serious  air,  *  am  1  going  to  take  the  greatest  and  moit  in¬ 
excusable  of  liberties  ? — Mrs  W’yndham  AaJ  a  regard  for 
me — to  believe  it  is  the  greatest  pride  of  my  life  ;  her 
esteem  hss  led  me  to  hold  myself  in  some  esteem,  and  pre¬ 
served  me  from  many  things  that  would  now  have  been 
bitterly  regretted.  1  owe  it  to  her  that  I  am  not  a  brutal, 
drunken  sot — unworthy  to  sit  in  the  same  room  with  you. 
Miss  Emilia.*  The  simple  tribute  went  warm  to  her  heart ; 
aod  her  countenance  showed  that  it  did.  *  .Miss  Emilia,’ 
he  began  again,  and  he  hesitated  and  coloured,  *  you  are. 
too,  extremely  clever  and  extremely  penetrating,  and  1 
think  you  know  mv  hrart;  if*— with  increasing  courage 
— *you  do  know  my  heart,  you  know  that  I  would  rather  be 
trampled  uader  foot  by  wild  hortea— 1  would  rather  cut  off 
this  hand,  and  Iliug  it  in  iha  fire— I  would  rather  perish— 

than  offend  you . She  began  to  feel  a  little 

alarmed,  but  she  was  not  prepared  for  what  was  coming. 

*  Miss  Emilia,  certain  reports’ — l(M>king  another  way  from 
her,  indeed,  almost  turning  his  back  upon  her — 'have 
reached  me. — I  do  not  presume  further,  except  to  say,  that 
my  life— you  have  long  known  lAal  was  yourr — Md  lo 
apend  it  for  you  and  youra  at  anv  moment  would  be  my 
glory— but  that  roy  fortune  is  at  Mr  Wyndham’s  disposal. 

If  you  would  make  a  good-hearted,  humble-minded  follow 
— whose  sole  happiness  has  been  in  your  stsfer/y  friendship. 
Mist  Wyndham — proud  and  hsppy  beyond  the  expression 
of  human  words — you  will  traat  him  Uka  a  friend,  trust  in 
him  I  ka  a  brother,  and — and — make  use  of  him.*  *  hly 
dear  Mr  Wilcox,*  she  said,  touched  beyond  words  at  the 
feeling  and  delicacy  of  his  tones  and  gtestures.  .... 
Ha  turned  round ;  took  tha  hand  she  held  out,  gaxad  with 
an  air  of  tendenaoss  and  reverence  in  her  face.- It  was  Im- 
posaibW  for  lova,  reaped,  and  admiration,  to  be  more  beau¬ 
tifully  mingled,  and  said—*  For  the  praseal,  said.  May 
I  ask,  it  it  only  for  the  prvaenf  removed  ?*  *  I  do  not  know 
—I  cannot  tclL*  *  Then  Misa  Wyndham*  ....  *Ooly 
this  much— there  te  one  man  la  the  world  devoted  heart, 
soul,  aad  being  to  you- whatever  betide  yon  and  your  father, 
there  is  one  who  will  never,  never  foil  ysNi.  1  ash  nothiog 
— I  hope  foe  nothing— your  osra  fiat  mind  and  generous 
Ukrt  mli  teach  yiMi  wuu  It  muat  ht  to  mo  to  he  aolt  to  do 


sharply,  and  talks  too  wisely ;  for  ahe  it  is  by  whose 
rude  good-heartedness  the  wayward  lovings  of  the 
patient  wife  and  the  doubting  husband  are  made 
to  beat  in  unison  at  last. 

We  cannot  hope  that  what  we  have  said  will 
properly  introduce  the  scene  we  are  about  to  quote, 
but  it  is  so  characteristic  of  the  writer  that  we  may 
leave  it  to  take  its  chance.  Mr  Danby  fancies  he  has 
reason  to  suppose  that  Emilia,  his  wife,  has  deserted 
him.  She  has  gone  to  n  masquerade;  he  knows 
that  her  former  lover  has  been  in  waiting  for  her 
there ;  and  she  does  not  return  throughout  the 
night.  He  tells  Susan  to  he  sure  to  continue  kind 
to  Emilia's  father,  and  suddenly  leaves  his  home. 

*'  The  prospect  of  his  life  had  long  been  cloudy— at 
length  a  sudden  gleam  of  brightness  and  of  hope  had  illu- 
minrued  his  heart  with  a  joy  too  great  for  words.  Then 
suddenly,  and  at  once,  and  without  preparation,  the  sun  of 
Ills  existence  set  in  night,  and  he  was  lost  in  the  must 
hideous  darkness. 

**  He  had  no  anus  with  which  to  resist  the  intensity  of  his 
feelings  ;  he  had  no  other  sentiments  to  divert  the  force  of 
ibis  one  p.ission  to  which  he  had  abandoned  his  soul. 
The  idea  ot  life  became  insupportable ;  it  was  in  obedience 
to  instinct  rather  than  as  the  result  of  reflection,  that  he 
went  out  to  seek  the  means  of  destroying  it. 

**  Pity  him— compassionate  the  force  of  an  honest  affec- 
sion,  hov«ever  blameworthy  its  demonstration  and  drop 
the  veil  in  sorrow  over  the  vast  but  haity  error  of  such  a 
man !  - 

**  We  left  Mrs  Danby  returning  home  with  tottering 
steps  uiiserable,  in  spite  of  the  hardness  of  her  heart,  at  the 
sight  of  her  son's  extreme  misery.  She  was  old  :  emotion 
is  rarelv  excited  in  the  old  ;  they  are  paMive  to  the  ordi¬ 
nary  elTect  of  ordinary  events;  but  awaken  it  within — 
shiKc  the  aged  and  decayed  tree,  and  it  falls. 

'*  She  tottered  along,  leaning  upon  Biggs  and  Susan  ; 
Susan  no  longer  cheering  her  with  comfortable  words,  but 
silent  and  distracted  by  her  own  doubts,  but  certainly 
doubling  still. 

**  Suddenly,  one  of  those  ideas  which,  gleaming  like  an 
unexpected  iUkh  of  winter  lightning,  strike  across  the 
thought — coming  we  know  not  whence,  and  leading  we 
know  not  whither — but  suddenly  interrupting  the  present 
train  of  ideas,  and  arising,  it  would  seem,  from  no  foregone 
association — struck  across  her  mind. 

“  She  suddenly  dropped  her  mistress’s  arm. 

*' '  Bless  you,  .Mr  Biggs !  take  her  home,  and  tell  the  girl 
to  lay  her  on  the  bed  till  1  get  in.

In  one  of  the  best  sections  of 
his  i)ook  ho  condemns  the  low  payment  of  public 
services  iti  France;  and  the  latter  part  of  our 
extract  will  as  Rtrong;Iy  apply  to  England. 

**  The  salaries  of  functi«>naries,  whether  military  or  civil, 
have  changed  very  little  since  the  empire.  The  fixed 
salary,  which  people  consider  as  their  supreme  good  for¬ 
tune,  is,  in  this  respect,  enjoyed  by  almost  all  of  them.  But 
as  money  has  fallen,  the  same  figure  is  ever  lessening  in 
real  value,  and  ever  representing  less :  we  have  remarked 
this  in  speaking  of  commercial  wages.  France  can  boast  of 
one  thing, — which  is,  that,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
high  posts  too  well  remunerated,  her  public  functionaries 
serve  the  State  almost  for  nothing.  Yet  for  all  that,  I  affirm 
that  in  this  country,  of  which  so  much  injurious  has  been 
said,  there  are  few,  very  few,  functionaries  accessible  to  a 
bribe. 

I  hear  an  objection  :  many  are  corrupted  by  the  hope 
of  promotion,  by  intrigue,  and  sinister  influence;  1  know 
it— granted.  And  yet  I  will,  nevertheless,  maintain,  that, 
among  these  very  ill -remunerated  people,  you  will  not  find 
any  who  accept  money,  like  those  in  Russia,  Italy,  and  so 
many  other  countries. 

**  Let  us  consider  the  highest  order.  The  judge  who 
decides  the  fate,  the  fortune  of  men,  who  has  every  day 
affairs  worth  several  millions  in  his  hands,  and  who  fur 
such  lofty,  assiduous,  fatiguing  funetlons,  earns  less  than

Eat  it!” 

Wc  have  no  doubt  he  would  have  kept  his  word.

Mr  Haydon  is  exhibiting,  at  the  F.iyptian  Hall 
in  Piccadilly,  two  large  pictures  of  the  "  Banish¬ 
ment  of  .\risiides  ”  and  the  **  Burning  of  Rome  by 
Nero."  These  pictures  form  parts  of  a  series  of 
six  designs  with  which  the  painter  proposed  to 
decorate  the  old  House  of  Lords  as  many  as  thirty- 
six  years  ago.  In  the  interval,  be  tells  us,  he  has  laid 
his  plan  he^ire  every  .MinUter.  One  remarked  to 
him  ftc  was  too  young,  a  seevind  that  his  scheme  was 
early,  a  thinl  that  it  was  late.  But  he  has  faith  in 
it  still ;  and,  trusting  to  public  sympathy,  has  re¬ 
solved  to  paint  the  pictures  planned  so  long  ago. 

Thev  are  to  illustrate,  by  scenes  fnim  ancient 
or  modern  history,  the  horrors  of  anarchy,  the  in¬ 
justice  of  democracy,  the  cruelties  of  despotism, 
the  tyranny  of  revolution,  and  the  blessings  of 
justice  and  of  limited  monarchy.  The  first  two 
are  shown  in  the  pictures  now  exhibited  ;  the  rest 
are  in  rough,  early  sketches  on  the  walls.  We 
singled  out  from  these  l  itter,  with  a  startling  sense 
of  its  power,  a  rude  design  for  an  execution  during 
the  Ketgn  of  Terror. 

In  the  idea  that  history  is  more  appropriate  for 
the  decoration  of  the  Houses  of  Parliament  than  alle-

on.  We  sympathise  not  less  with  that  enthusiasm 
in  the  higher  aims  of  hia  art  which  has  availed  to 
anstain  him  against  every  sort  of  failure.  oppiMition, 
and  neglect.  .\nd  we  think  that  there  are  q  lalities 
in  this  picture  of  Aristide#  which  show  how  unde¬ 
served  the  failure  and  neglect  have  been.  The  general 
treatment  is  quiet  yet  massive;  the  exp'-ession  is 
various  ,  and  a  dignified  and  powerful  elTcct  is  ob¬ 
tained.

The  late  Insurrection.— A  letter  from  B reslaw,  of 
the  24th  ulL,  states  that  a  band  of  insurgents,  under  a  no* 
ble,  is  in  occupation  of  the  forests  of  the  district  of  Ostro- 
lewka,  which  communicates  with  the  famed  forest  of  Bia- 
velege,  in  Lithuania.  This  body  is  composed  of  a  race  of 
half  noble  peasantry,  called  Kurpies,  who  from  remote  lime 
possess  lands  given  to  them  by  bishops  or  Starosts,  in  remu¬ 
neration  of  services  rendered  to  the  Church  or  to  the  coun¬ 
try.  These  Kurpies,  on  multiplying,  had  partitioned  out 
the  lands  in  numerous  nortions,  but  when  the  estates  of  the 
clergy  were  confiscated  by  the  Government,  they  became 
tenants  of  the  Crown,  without  being  subjected  to  suit  and 
service.  They  live  in  the  woods,  engaged  in  the  chase  and 
in  smuggling,  and  are  excellent  marksmen.  The  'Ger¬ 
man  Universal  Gazette  ’  has  the  following,  under  the  date 
of  Cracow,  March  30;—"  It  is  a  peasant  named  Sala  who 
is  at  the  head  of  the  insurgents  who  are  still  in  the  field, 
and  these  are  the  terms  on  which  he  offers  to  order  his  men 
to  lay  down  their  arms  : — Abolition  of  the  feudal  service — 
suppression  of  taxes — sale  of  salt  at  a  fixed  price  per  quin¬ 
tal — a  general  partition  of  the  land,  one-fourth  to  be 
allotted  to  the  nobles,  and  the  three  other  fourths  divided 
among  the  peasantry.  It  is  said  that  a  person  of  note  has 
the  direction  of  the  movement  at  Tilsna,  and  represents 
the  civil  power,  while  Sala  considers  himself  to  be  the 
military  chief." — A  letter  from  Posen,  of  the  24ih,  in  the

BELGIUM. 

Amicable  Relations  with  Russi.a.— The  two  Go- 
Tfminenis  of  Belgium  and  Russia  have  entered  into  a 
irntyfor  the  reciprocal  suppression  of  the  '  Droits  d’Au- 
baine.’  This  is  the  first  diplomatic  act  which  has  passed 
between  the  two  states  since  the  formal  acknowledgment  by 
Russia  of  the  independence  of  Belgium  and  the  sovereignty 
of  King  Leopold. 

SWITZERLAND. 

The  Catholic  Church  in  Berne. —A  letter  from 
Rerne,  of  the  3rd  insi.,  states  that  the  Bishop  of  Soleure 
hid  addressed  a  letter  to  the  Constituent  AMembly  of 
Berne,  which  had  produced  a  deep  sensation.  The  prelate 
proteited  against  any  oath  that  might  be  imposed  on  the 
Cuholic  clergy  uf  the  canton  of  Berne  with  regard  to  the 
conMitution  under  discussion  ;  that  clergy  not  considering 
itielf  re  leved  from  the  oath,  which  it  had  taken,  with  the 
aiiihoriiation  of  the  Holy  See,  to  the  constitution  of  1831. 
The  bishop  concluded  his  letter  by  entreating  the  as.senibly 
to  attend  tn  the  prayer  of  the  Catholic  districts  of  the  Jura  ; 
and  solemnly  guarantee,  by  a  special  article  of  the  new  con¬ 
stitution,  the  maintenance  of  the  rights  of  the  Catholic 
church,  such  as  they  were  stipulated  in  1813,  in  the  act  of 
annexation  of  the  former  diocese  of  Basle  to  the  canton  of 
Btrne. 

CAPE  OF  GOOD  HOPE. 

Disturbance  on  the  Eastern  Frontier _ Accounts

RAILWAY  BILLS. 

On  the  second  reading  of  the  Sheffield,  Biizton,  and 
Crewe  railway  bill,  some  observations  of  Lord  SANDON 
gave  rise  to  s  discussion  of  general  Importance  on  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  legislative  interference  with  railway  projects. 

Sir  R.  PEEL  said  that  no  person  could  have  viewed  with¬ 
out  great  anxiety  the  railway  speculations  of  the  last  autumn 
and  winter.  It  was  one  of  those  speculation  fevers  which  pe¬ 
riodically  afflicted  this  country — which  as  regularly  produced 
great  suffering  among  private  individuals,  ana  which  no 
experience,  he  was  afraid,  would  ever  cure.  He  waa  aware 
of  the  difficulty  which  beset  the  house  in  interfering  with 
the  transactions  of  commerce  generally  ;  hut  he  thought 
that,  without  applying  a  direct  limitation  either  to  the 
amount  of  capital  to  be  invested  in  railroads,  or  to  the  bills 
to  be  proceeded  with  this  session,  the  house  had  the  means 
of  putting  a  check  indirectly  on  the  bills  then  before  it. 
There  were  many  schemes  l^fore  the  house ;  but  then 
prospects  of  profit  were  lest,  the  difflculty  of  raising  money 
was  greater.  The  appetite  for  speculation  had  in  consa* 
quence  diminished  very  considerably.  Unless  those 
schemes  were  likely  to  be  profitable  to  individuals,  it  was 
not  for  the  public  interest  to  permit  them  to  proceed  ;  and 
he,  therefore,  thought  that  il  would  be  for  the  public  ad¬ 
vantage  to  pass  a  bill  with  this  limited  object — that  where 
a  majority  of  the  shareholders  in  a  company,  or  a  majority 
holding  more  than  half  the  stock  of  the  company,  should 
represent  to  parliament  that  they  were  not  desirous  of  pro¬ 
ceeding  with  their  bill,  they  should  have  a  full  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  declaring  it  by  petition  to  either  house  of  parlia¬ 
ment;  and  that,  in  such  case,  parliament  should  refuse  to 
sanction  any  further  proceedings  upon  it.  He  proposed 
that  those  who  originally  proposed  tlM  scheme  should  still 
remain  responsible  for  the  expense  which  they  had  author- 
ixed.  He  thought  also  that  a  trustee,  or  an  official  assignee, 
should  be  appointed  to  take  posaetsion  of  the  property  of 
the  company.  In  such  a  case  the  house  would  be  reliesed 
from  the  necessity  of  compelling  prisate  indf  yiduals  to  pro¬ 
ceed  with  a  measure  which  they  disliked,  or  the  public  to 
go  on  with  a  measure  which  to  the  public  would  be  un¬ 
profitable.

IRELAND. 

Distress  or  the  PEurLE. — The  accounts  from  the 
western  and  southern  counties  represent  the  condition  of 
the  poor  as  alarming  in  the  extreme.  Potatoes  continue 
at  almost  a  famine  price,  notwithstanding  the  large  im¬ 
portations  of  Indian  meal  on  private  as  well  as  on  Govern¬ 
ment  account ;  and  all  kinds  of  provisions  are  enormously 
dear.  The  measures  of  relief  projected  by  Government 
are  very  slowly  brought  into  operation,  owing  to  the 
tedious  preliminary  forms  prescribed.  Meetings  on  the 
subject  of  relief  and  employment  continue  in  the  northern 
and  western  counties  Some  of  the  grand  juries  decline 
to  act  under  the  Public  Works  .\ctof  the  present  session. 
The  Clare  grand  jury,  on  Friday  week,  agreed  to  a  reso¬ 
lution  lo  the  effect  that  it  would  be  inexpedient  to  lake 
any  expensive  measures  under  that  act,  as  the  regular 
presentment  sessions  are  so  near  at  hand,  and  as  steps 
have  already  been  taken  lo  provide  employment  exten¬ 
sively  in  the  district.  Sir  Lucius  O'Brien,  the  lieutenant 
of  the  county,  declared  that  “at  this  moment  the  people 
are  starving,  particularly  in  villages." 

.Meabi  aEs  or  Reliet. — There  is  now  a  general  move¬ 
ment  ill  the  distressed  diciricis  to  provide  food  and  em- 
ploynieni,  and  many  benevolent  persons  are  taking  an 
active  part  in  getting  up  subscriptions.

Furious  Riding  through  the  Streets.— On  Wed¬ 
nesday,  at  Bow  street,  George  Ellis,  a  lad  employed  as  a 
messenger  at  the  ‘Sun”  newspaper  office,  was  charged 
with  furiously  riding  a  horse  in  tfie  Strand,  and  thereby 
occasioning  serious  injury  to  Mr  and  Mrs  Catchpole,  of 
Regent  streeL  The  cumpi<iinants  were  crossing  the  load 
opposite  King  William  street,  West  Strand,  at  about  half¬ 
past  six  o’clock  on  Tuesday  evening,  the  3Ut  ult.,  when 
they  were  suddenly  knocked  down  by  the  defendant’s 
horse.  Mr  Catchpool  was  cut  and  bruised,  his  wile  sus¬ 
tained  very  serious  iniury,  and  was  removed.  Insensible,  to 
the  house  of  Mr  Clark,  an  optician.  She  received  iunne-  ^ 
diate  surgical  assistance,  and  was  at  a  later  period  of  the 
evening  conveyed  to  her  own  residence,  where  she  has  been 
since  confined  to  her  bed,  in  a  dangerous  state.  Her  medi¬ 
cal  attendants  considered  her  somewhat  belter,  but  were 
unable  to  estimate  the  probable  consequences  of  the  severe 
•hock  she  had  received.  Mr  Griffiths,  a  gentleman  passing 
at  the  time,  Mr  Clark,  and  two  constables,  all  witnesses  of 
the  accident,  confirmed  the  evidence  of  Mr  Catchpool  as  to 
the  furious  rate  at  which  the  defendant  was  riding  his  , 
blind  horse,  but  admitted  that  ihe  lad  appeared  to  re.tret 
the  occurrence,  and  did  his  best  to  prevent  the  horse  from 
trampelling  upon  the  complainants  after  knocking  them 
down.  It  was  observed  that  the  road  at  this  spot  was 
partially  paved  with  wood,  so  that  the  noise  of  horse’s 
feet  was  less  audible.  The  defendant  said  he  only  knitdced 
eomplaimaete  dome,  his  horse  did  not  go  over  them.  They 
were  behind  an  omnibus  at  the  time,  and  he  did  not  see 
them  until  close  upon  them.  In  answer  to  the  charge  of

proprietors  of  the  newspajper.  He  had  no  vindictive  feel* 
ing  against  the  boy.  Mfr  Henry  said  that,  it  bein^  at 
present  uncertain  what  nature  the  charge  against  the  de¬ 
fendant  might  auume,  owing  to  the  precarious  state  of 
Mrs  Catchpole’s  health,  he  should  remand  him  for  a  week.

LiABiLtTY  Of  Hotel-Keepers  in  France. — A  case 
■  has  just  been  decided  by  the  Civil  Tribunal  of  Paris  which 
rery  materially  affects  all  hotel-keepers.
